Fear Death By Blackhand? 


Was it the fear of the Italian 


"Black Hand" seociety that 
forced Joseph 
Caravello, Jr., 


Madison Sicilian, to flee this 
city shortly' before Christmas,'' 
forsaking a wife and 4-year-old 
daughter, to.hidehis identity in 
the world of ("missing" people? 


Was it the' fear that he was 


soon to fall victim to the Italian 
feudal guns, that killed Joseph 
Justo a month later, that drove 
him from the city? Had he 
been -warned that he had been 
marked 1 


This is a plausibleltheory ad- 


vanced today to a Capital Times 
reporter by a nationally known 
detective who was in Madison 
today and who has made Ital- 
ians a life study. 


Caravello dropped from sight 


shortly before Christmas, ac- 
cording to reports made to Ed- 
ward Walden, superior, court 
clerk. .With the exception of 
one letter received by his young 
wife Christmas morning, -writ- 
ten on Hotel Charlotte station- 
ary 
and with a 
Milwaukee 
stamp mark, no word has been 
received from the man. 


During the early part of De- 


cember a rumor that three men 
had been marked for death by 
Madison Italians, was current 
in police .circles here. Caravel- 
lo disappeared soon after the' 
rumor became popular. 


Joseph 
' Justo, 
38-year-old 


Italian, was shot in January 
while walkinjr on Murray st., 
between Eegent.and Milton sis., 
giving credence to the rumor.. 


Like most Italian 
murders, 


in -which solution is the excep- 
tion rather than the rule, no 
trace was ever found of the 
slayers. The motive that Justo 
was murdered out of vengeance 
for an act perpetrated by" his 
17-year-old son, Dominic, who 
is now serving time at Waupun

March 10, 1922, -was one of the • 
most strongly-supported theor- 
ies in-this case.

son for the lights going out. at the 


Debs meeting on Wednesday evening 
•was issued yesterday by J. D. Phillips, 
business manager of the university:

of last night when the lights were extinguish- 
ed just before the beginning of a lecture in the 
University 
gymnasium 
by 
Eugene 
Debs 


brought out the following facts: 


When the chief watchman received the call 


lie immediately phoned to a number of elec- 
tricians and sent a car for the chief electri- 
cian. A second electrician was picked i>p on 
the return trip. After 
securing 
tools and 


equipment from the Service Building the elec- 
•tricians proceeded to the gymnasium. Seeing 
that all 'buildings on the east end of the camp- 
us were dark, the chief electrician realized at 
ones that the trouble was at the transformer, 
which, is located on a pole at 
the rear of 


Science hall. 


An examination of the fuse box located on 


a cross arm on the top of the pole showed that 
•omeone had unbolted the cover and discon- 
nected the fuse. He replaced the fuse and the 
lights were again in srvice. To reach the fuse 
box it was necessary to work through a large 
number of wires carrying current voltages as 
high as 2300. 


After the fuse was replaced a special watch- 


man was stationed at the foot of the pole.

RATHER stiff and feeble statement 


to follow such an outrage as was 


perpetrated upon 2,500 people Wednes- 
day evening. 


In his statement, Mr. Phillips prom- 


ises no investigation to bring the guilty 
person or persons to account. Mr. Phil- 
lips seems content to make a brief state- 
ment of what happened and to let the 
matter rest. 


The happening of Wednesday night is 


serious enough to warrant the quickest 
and fullest investigation by both univer- 
sity and state authorities. The culprit, 
if found, should be given the severest 
penalties that can be imposed under the 
law.

Picture the situation: Fully 2,000 peo- 


ple were in their seats and hundreds of 
others streaming in when the lights went 
out. Four or five small gas lights on the 
side walls were the only lights that kept 
the gymnasium from stygian darkness. 
At 8 o'clock the front door was closed to 
prevent chances of overcrowding and 
panic. 
At 8:10 the gymnasium was 


packed and the outer hall to the first 
floor was choked with people unable to 
get in. 


Around the gymnasium candles were 


being lighted. One shudders to think of 
the possibilities of panic and stampede 
in a crowd of 2,500 people with the doors 
closed and the hall in darkness. In what 
position would the 'University be today if 
a catastrophe had taken place? what 
good purpose did the person who pulled 
the fuse serve? 
We suppose that the 


man who did the trick claims to be a 
"loyal" friend of the university. A 
costly trick perhaps at a time when uni- 
versity appropriations arc coming be- 
fore a legislature none too friendly to 
policies that have been pursued at the 
university in recent years.

F the university authorities seern dis- 


inclined to pursue this matter ag- 


gressively the question should be taken 
up by state authorities. 


The deed was evidently performed by 


an electrical expert and by a person hav- 
ing full knowledge of the electrical equip- 
ment at the university. It should not be 
impossible to bring the guilty person to 
justice.
